Red Cross Office at Fulton 


Set Up—250 Families 


Given Relief 


On (the face of latest re- 


ports it appeared Thursday 
that emergency crews had 
won their fight against the 
swollen Red river at Pulton. 


A temporary zig-zag levee 


of 30,000 sandbags continued 
to protect the town. The low- / 
er places were being heighten- 
ed with additional sandbags. 


After reaching an all-time 


peak of 36.5 feet at midnight 
Wednesday the stream drop-' 
ped to 36.4 at 7 a. m. and was 
at that level at 2:30 o'clock 
Thursday afternoon. 


It was reported from Ful- 


ton that the river fell seven- 
tenths'of a foot at Index, 
above Fulton, during 
the 


night, indicating that the crest 
was about reached at Fulton. 


The town was crowded Thursday as 


hundreds of sight-seers, newspaper 
men arid photographers flocked into 
Fulton, Two short-wave radio sta- 
tions were set up at the Cox Service 
Station and reports of the flood were 
being broadcast 
, A Red Crqps observation plane from 
Little Rock was flying'over the flood- 
ed area in an effort to locate possibly 
marooned families that might be in. 
distress. 


All levees protecting the town of 


Fulton were being kept under close 
guard. Water from breaks south' of 
Fulton on the Hempstead county side 
had reached paved Highway 67—but 
the water was being kept back by a 
temporary levee thrown up along the 
highway by WPA emergency crews 
and the State Highway Department. 


County Red Cross Chairman Wayne 


H. England announced that two Red 
Cross offices had been established, one 
at Hope, and the other at Fulton. 


Flood refugees are being given food, 


shelter and medical attention. The 
State Department of Health sent rep- 
resentatives to uFlton Thursday where 
refugees were being given free medi- 
cal attention and were being vaccinat- 
ed against typhoid fever. The medical 
work was being directed by Comer 
Jones of Arkadelphia and Dr. Grace, 
assisted by Dr. J. G. Martindale, coun- 
ty health officer. 


Orders for food were being issued at 


both Fulton and Hope. Chairman 
England said approximately 250 fami- 
lies, 80 per cent of which are negroes, 
were being taken care of. Each mer- 
cantile firm at Fulton had representa- 
tives at Red Cross headquarters to 
identify persons entering applications 
for supplies. 


Refugees also were being identified 


as they applied for assistance at the 
Hope office, in charge of Mrs. Kline 
Snyder and Miss Mary Louise Keith. 


Miss Margurite Simms, national Red > 


Cross representative, was directing re- 
lief activities at Fulton, assisted by 
representatives of the State Depart- 
ment of Health. 


All Rivers Falling 


LITTLE ROCK — (yP) — The Little 


Rock weather bureau Thursday re- 
ported falling stages on the Arkansas, 
White and Ouachita rivers at all ex- 
cept a few stations in the extreme low- 
er reaches of the streams. 


The report indicated a general eas- 


ing of the state's flood situation. 


Red river, in the southwestern cor- 


ner of the state, rose .2 feet during 
the past 24 hours to reach a stage of 
36.4 at Fulton Thursday, 11.4 feet abova 
flood stage. 


The river there Wednesday reached 


a peak of 36.5 but dropped slightly 
following a levee break at Garland 
City. 


The flattened crest of the Arkansas 


river passed Pine Bluff during She 
night. South of Pine Bluff planta- 
tion levees were sandbagged in low 
spots but engineers said they antici- 
pated no further serious trouble.

This year, producers of spring lambs 


will be more dependent upon finish 
for top prices than uuring the past 
two years. This is due to the large 
volume of finished animals that will 
be on the market when the Arkansas 
crop is sold. 


In order to get well-finished lambs, 


liberal use should be made of the 
plentiful supplies of feed on hand. 
Generally, an abundant grazing period 
will give a fair finish, but with the 
plentiful 
feed 
supplies 
emphasis 


should be given immediately to grain 
feeding and the use of legume hay. 
Grain and legume hay fed to the ewes 
will insure a heavy milk flow during 
the early growth period of the lambs, 
soys M. W. Muldrow, Extension ani- 
mal husbandman, University of Ar- 
kansas College of Agriculture. 


It would 
also be advisable, Mr. 


Muldrow said to feed to the lambs in 
creeps. This should be begun at once 
so the lambs will have learned to eat 
before they are turned to grass. Even 
with good grazing, this creep feed- 
ing should be continued. It will result 
in a larger number of lambs obtain- 
ing a finish high enough to grade 
"good" and "choice."

Formosa Is Bombed 


TOK.IO, Japan—(^P)—The 
Japanese 


mpire suffered the first air raid in 
ts history Wednesday as Chinese war- 
ilanes bombed the island of Formosa 
ind inflicted many casualties. 
The Fomosa government reported 
light persons killed and 29 injured in 
attacks on Taihoku, capital near the 
northern tip of the island and Shinch- 
ku City, on the western coast. 


Formoso lies approximately 120 miles 


east of the southeastern coast of Chi- 
r»a. It was ceded to Japan by China 


1895 
as a result of the Chinese- 


Japanese war of 1894-95 and most of its 
5,500,000 inhabitants are racially Chi- 
nese. 


Dispatches from Hankow variously 


said that 70 or 36 Russian-made planes 
flown by pilots of undisclosed nation- 
ality conducted the attacks from a base 
of China's southeast coast. Chinese 
reports said 40 Japanese airplanes, 
two hangars and a gasoline storage 
plant were destroyed at the Taihoku 
air base and heavy damage inflicted 
on strategic points on the western 
shore of Formosa. They said the raid- 
ers returned unscathed and their at- 
tack probably was a "forerunner of 
similar raids to come."

No wonder 
that Japan is militaristic! 


"In our own country, young men 


are strapped in the electric chair as 
the thought runs through their mind, 
"Why was I no told the gospel of snl- 
vation from sin before I cornmitted my 
crime?" We should be telling boys 
and girls everywhere the way of life 
through Christ Jesus. 


'The pivot point of this matter of 


stewardship is a use of money. God 
docs not expect lost men to be good 
stewards, but he docs expect his chil- 
dren to help him gather the harvest 
before the rains come and the golden 
grain'is beaten to the ground and de- 
stroyed. Be honorable sons—stewards 
of the gospel. "Say not ye, there arc 
yet tour months, and then cometh the 
harvest? Behold, I say unto you, lift 
up your eyes and look on the fields, 
that they arc white already unto har- 
vest.
